Grant's Last Splendid Manwovre. 
Grant’ last grand operation is worthy to 
stand by the best of his former achioyementa— 
not merely in results, for in that respect it sur- 
passes them all, but in the simplicity and dis- 
tinctness of its plan, in the admirable arrange- 
mont of all the details, and in the promptitude 
‘and efficiency with which the separate blows 
tbat wore parts of the plan were sont home. 
As tho smoke of the great battle clears away, 
and we can ce it a8 a whole and judge of it in 
tbat way, the glorious fighting done on cach 
particular part of the fleld is almost forgotten 
in this contemplation of the admirable manner 
in whioh the master mind had dovotailed each 
particular fight into bis plan, and made all serve 
the common and splendid purpose, which, from 
the commencement, was (be utter destruction of 
Leo’s army. 

Qn Wednesday, March 29, Sheridan moved 
out from Grant's lines toward Dinwiddie Court 
House. Lee apprehended at once another 
movement of Grant’s left. He bad at that time 
a considerable force near to bis own left, whero 
the attempt ‘had been made against Fort Steed- 
mon. He immediately began to rearrange his 
line, heavily strengtboning his right once more 
to meet the advance of Grant’s left. He was 
favored in this respect by the weather. The 
heavy rain of Thursday of course delayed the 
movement of Sheridan; but it did not 
delay the march of Leo's troops within 
bis own lines, and thus it gaye bim time td 
get ready. Consequently when Sheridan was 
ready to go abead on Friday he was con- 
fronted by a heavy force, and had the “bard 
fighting” alluded to in Mr. Lincoln’s first de- 
spotoh. He did not gain any decided advan- 
tage, and perhaps did not believe that so much 
was done as might bave been done by the in- 
fontry. On Saturday be eeems to have taken 
the infantry in more immediate charge, as on 
that dey General Warren was sent to the rear. 
Lee now bad two divisions on that part of the 
field and dared not send more, as it must have 
been obyious to bim that there was still a large 
force in our lincs an the Poteraburg front. And 
on Saturday, therefore, General Sheridan, with 
cavalry and infantry, gained the victory at the 
Five Forks, the extreme right of Lee's line on 
the Southeide Railroad.

Tne News ynom Mextoo.—The Intelligence 
from Moxico, which wo publiah this morning, is 
vory interesting. It indicates that the imperial 
arms oro still advanoing in triumph, while the 
civil and ecclesiastical roforms introduced by 
the Emperor ore working their way into public 
favor. ‘Tho war in the sonthern provinces may 
now bo snid to bo at an end; for, with tho re~ 
duction of Onjaca and the capture of Porfrio 
Diaz ond bis garrison, all activo oporations 
from that quarter must cease. Tho guerillas, 
too, are being vigorously hunted down, and 
soyoral of thelr parties are reported destroyed. 
Genoral Romero and four of his officers havo 
beon captured, tried and summarily executed | 
by tho inpporialists; but it wad feared that tho 
liborals will retort by shooting a number of 
French officers who aro at present in their | 
bands, The trial of Porfirio Diaz, the Inte oom: 
manderat Qajaca, was daily expected; but it’ 
does not seem probable that he will bo oxe- 
cuted. He has always beon a brave and hon- 
orabie soldior, and has nover bad any connec- 
tion with mere guerilla enterprises. 

This isa briet summary of the nows from 
Moxico. But, though the flames of war are 
apparently extingulsbod in Southern Mexico, 
the far northera regions on the borders of 
tho territory of the United States are about to 
become the scene of conflict. The devastating 
march of fire and sword will simply be trans- 
ferred from the south to tho north. Here, in 
tho mountains, President Juarez is solemnly 
awaiting the onset of bis enemies. Cut off from 
all oo-operation with many of his best officers, 
who have either beon killed or imprisoned, be 
is girding up his loins for the Gnal issue, Al- 
ready bas Marshal Baraine marched his vic- 
torious columns to Sonora and Chihuahua to 
co-operate with the Frenob, Austrian and Bel- 
gian soldiers under General Garnier, The de- 
cisive contest cannot long be delayed. Jusrez 
may be routed, and his armies destroyed or 
dispersed. But shall the republic dic for all 
this? ‘That is the queatien. 


Dayviniz xp Lyxonsona.—It is probable 

that General Lee, with hia shattered and divided 
army, is aiming for both Danville and Lynch- 
burg. The railroads to both theso places from 
Richmond and Petersburg meet at Burkesyille, 
fifty-three miles out, where one road leads off 
northwest to Lynchburg, and the other south- 
west to Danvillo—the distances from Richmond 
being one bundred and twenty-two miles to 
Lynchburg and one hundred and forty to Dan 
ville, the latter town lying about seventy-five 
miles across the country south from the former, 
Lynchburg is chiefly on a high bluff of the 
James river, and is pretty well fortified. It is, 
in oll probability, now the largest city within 
reach of Jeff. Davis, haying a population, in 
peace times, of over ten thousand, and 
an extensive trade from the —prodne- 
tive country around it Danville, on the 
southern border of Virginia, is sftnated 
on the Dan river, one of the principal constitu- 
ents of the Roanoke. From the falls in the 
river the town has become a place of mills and 
factories, although its population is only about 
two thonsand. Unlike Richmond or Lynch- 
burg, it lies in a hollow, and will, therefore, re~ 
quire an extensive circle of fortifications to de- 
fend it. AU the eountry between Lynchburg 
snd Danville is famous for its bountiful crops of 
wheat, corn and tobacco; and, being now indis- 
pensable to the support of bis soldiers, we dare 
say he is aiming for both Lynchburg and Dan- 
ville, to gather up the supplies at the one place, 
and to meet Joe Johnston at the other. If not 
intercepted and cut off at or this side the Burkes- 
ville junction, be will probably be left to take 
the chances of being headed off by Stanley and 
Stoneman from the West, while Sherman is at- 
tending to Jobnston. In any cvent his cuse ie 
settled. 


Tae Late Disaster at THE BRooxtyy Frre— 
The danger to which obr firemen ane subject 
was perhaps never better exemplified, nor the 
gallantry with which they expose their lives in 
the service of the public more fatally illustrated, 
thon in the recent disastrous fire in Brooklyn. | 
But there appears to be an idea abroud that there | 
was & want of discretion on the part of the Chief 
Engineor of the Fire Department of that city in 
unnecessarily risking the lives of the mon who 
suffered from that calamity by permitting them 
to remain upon those horrible traps—the gar 
dens which overlie the stores in Furman street. 
It would be unfair to prejndge the question of 
his responsibility until the investigations before 
the Coroner are concluded, because there are 
two aides to every story; but at the same time 
it must be evident to every one that the fearful 
lesson learned from this dissster should lead to 
the immediate removal of these gardens, which, 
in order to give o larger area to the pleasure 
grounds of the residents of that fashionable 
locality known as Brooklyn Heighis, have been 
extended over the roofs of a whole block of 
buildings, nearly all of which are occupied 
by manxfactorios in which dangerous and 
inflammable compounds are employed. We 
trust, therefore, that the investigation now 
in progress will result in » very positive re- 
commendation that those gardens should be 
removed.

It will not bo Improper at this timo 
for me to state to you that the objective polnts of this 
raid, In conjunction with other movements of which you 
fro aware, aro Selma, Montgomery and Mobile; and wo 
fare now en reute direct for Tuscaloosa This army con- 
sists of three divisions, vix:—First division, ander com: 
mand of Major General Rd. McCook; Second, commanded, 
by Major General Ely Log, and the Fourth under com: 
mand of Major General Emory Upton. These compose 
tho divisions now on the march, but they wiK soon be 
Joined by General Hatch's (FiMh) division, now at East- 
port, Delog mounted and equipped. Kilpatrick's divtiton 
{now with Shorman) also belongs to this corps, the whole 
‘under the immediate command of Major General Wilson, 
in the military department of Goneral Thomas. 
We marched twonty-four miles the frst day, and have 
ayoraged about Aficen miles each day lace. The roads 
in come places wore very bai, and aa we are encumbered 
with artillery and pontoon trains, wo cannot travel véry 
Tapidly. At Cherokee, fifteen miles from Chickasaw, 
soveral houses of the rebols wore destroyed aud some 
prisaners taken, The Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad runs through tbls. place, and It 
Yaa formerly been a very thriving little village. 
Now, however, It is almost entirely deserted, aud nothing 
but ruins mark the place where Chorokee wax 50 {t Ja 
with every village through which we pass. Nothing in 
human form meets usin village or country but a few 
gray haired men, half starved and dirty women and 
cbildren and squads of lazy, lstless negroes. 

Yesterday a party of ourscouts captured a rebel quarter. 
‘master, with the rank of major, and twenty-two men, and 
to-day tho scouts ling a skirmish with a few rebols. Soin 
were exchanged and one of our men wounded. The reba 
skedaddled and effected thelr escape. Great numbers of 
them come into our lines daily and give themaelres up. 
‘Thoy say tho rebelo aro “played out,’ and thoy are anx- 
fous to get something to eat, To-day ordera wero given 
the different commands to forage for provisions and horee 
feed, It was amusing to see them coming Into camp 
with their horses covered with corn, oats, ctilekens, tor- 
keys, geese, ducks, sheop, Logs, hams and erory concelra.

‘Thoro has beon no army, olther Union or rebel, through 
here for somo time, and hence we find an abundance of 
forage.
